What proportion of the price of commodities 
paid by the consumer, yoes to the score ol pro- 
fits, is not possible to Ascertain. 
No inconsider- 


able part, in all probability. 
Now, what is the 


ffreat, the invariable l.iw which regulates prices? 
Is it not the relaliun between supply and de- 
mand ? 
II the market be iully supplied, and 


the demand be hunted, do not prices declin 


low even the cost of protection. 
Whenever 


their supply outrun* the demand for home co:j- 
bumption, inasmuch aa by far the laiger portion 
ot their products is consumed at home, th« price 
of the whole naturally declines. Jt IB then of 
the first importance to ship the surplus to other 
nations, and to dispose of it for whatever may 
be obtained. By sacrificing a »mall part of their 
productions, they keep the larger pan Horn sink- 
ing. They run up the price at home, by dimin- 
ishing the stock in the market, and thus indem- 
nify themselves for losses sustained abroad,— 
This every merchant and manufacturer in Eng- 
land well understands. They watch the course 
of business and the state of trade assiduously, 
and they take care, having the- chief control ot 
the maiket*of the world, that prices shall not 
decline. The consequence of such 'dependence, 
on our part, IB, at one time a scarcity and high 
prices, and at another an excess and low prices 
—sometimes stagnation in trade and commerce, 
sometimes speculations and excitements, and at • 
ail tunes uncertainty. 
What our country most 


wants is uniformity, stablity, regular,ty; and 
this is one of Die benefits derived, and to be siill 
more enhanoed.trom the policy of protecting oar 
own manufactures. 


Wh.it effect on prices abroad does the honora- 


ble Senator suppose an additional demand for 
forty millions would produce? He desirea lo 
import forty millions n,oie. 
What would be 


the inevitable effect?. Most unquestionably, a 
rise in the foreign piice. 
Open a new market 


to that extent, which is about one-fifth of Uie 
whole exports ot manufactuies from England, 
and you will add 20 or !>5 per cent, to the pres- 
ent demand tor exportation, and ot'course to tne 
price. This matter of price is very elastic. 
A 


light weight sinks it below the level which the 
additional burden would naturally occasion ; and 
the pressure gives it an upward" spring beyond 
what it would otherwise have reached.

year or two ago, when addressing the Senate 
upon this subject, I read an ongnal letter from a 
manufacturer of iron in England, to his corres- 
pondent m this country—complaining amon" 
other things of the extremely low price of iron 
there.

If you haveWnough 
for the demand in forty millions, the price will 
be no more than a fair remuneration (or the pro- 
duction, including cost, charges, and the aver- 
age profits of the country. 
If the supply is not 


enough, the price will certainly rise beyond that 
•tandard. 
What, then, will be the efl'ect of ad- j 


ding ten millions to forty already on hand ' If 
the forty millions were as much as the wants of 
the country required, you necessarily create a 
•urplus in the market. You have fifty millions 
of productions, where forty were sufficient.— 
The price must therefore inevitably decline.— j 
It matters not what it cost to bring the ten mil- 
lions in. There they are, end there they are ; 
Dot wanted. The certain result is, that the 
price of the whole filly millions, instead ofris-] 
ing up to seventy as is supposed, must sink near- < 
ly, perhaps quite, to forty. 
H, however, the for-1 


ty milions were not adequate to the demand, 
and ten millions more are brought in to supply 
it, then, instead of advancing the price of the 
forty, (lie effect is to prevent the advance. 
The 


supply is now equal to the demand. The hold- 
era of the forty millions are deprived of the op- 
portunity of raising the price at their own wilr, 
as they could have done if ihe supply had been 
abort. 
Buiden your ten millions imputed as 


you will, when they come into the market they 
keep down the piice of the forty already there. 
They must sink to the level of that price, and 
cannot by any possibility raise it. 
It would be 


an extraordinary fact indeed, it the addition of 
ten millions to the stock already in the niniket, 
could enhance the price of the whole. What is the 
holder ol the new supply to do with it? He comes 
to sell. He seeks a market. Can he say to pur- 
chasers, these commodities, originally ten mil- 
lions in value, have been raised to fourteen by 
the duly 1 hive paid on them, and you must 
therefore pay me fourteen millions? 
They 


would iinswer at once, we can biiy of our own 
pioducers the same quantity for ten millions, 
equally good—why should we pay you fourteen ? 
They would not purchase at all ol him, until 
they could purchase as cheap or che iper than 
elsewhere. Meanwhile, the holders of the forty 
millions perceive there is an addition of 20 per 
cent, to the supply in market. They are ;i>ix- 
ious to sell. They fear the effect of this increas- 
ed supply. More active competition takes place 
and in order to secure the sale of their forty 
millions, they reduce prices. These thing* are 
ot'daily experience and da'ly observation. 1 have 
seen somewhere a ijood illustialon ot it in this 
way.

Certainly it is ; and in thin way :—he obtains Ihe 
supply of the m a i k e l ; he sells Ins commodities 
in pieft'ience to the foreign m a n u f a c t u r e ; his. 
•roods are taken for consumption when, otherwise 
they would not be, except at prices tor which 
t'hey could not be affoided. 
Take for instance 


thecoiirse cotton cloths, upon which it is suppos- 
ed our manufacturers need no protection. 
They 


part 6f ft cheaper and inferior Cotton, jjrown in 
India, Our fabrics are made of American cot- 
ton, ot » dearer and better quality. 
If, then^you 


displace the American article, to make way lor 
the foreign, you diminish to that extent lh£con- 
sumption of the American raw material. 
You 


not only employ foreign labor, to the exclusion 
of our own, bat you employ it on a foreign 
grown material. 


Let us look now to the inevitable and final te- 


sult of all this. The Senator says, our imports 
may be increased forty millions. 
He admits, 


however, that these forty millions are to take the 
place of forty millions of the manufactures of 
our own country. 
What are the American man- 


ufacturers, thus thiown out ot employment, to 
do ? How are they to live ? What aie the'y to 
turn to for subsistence ? Where is the capital 
liberated by the operation, if you have not whol- 
ly destroyed it, to be employed ? 
But, above 


all, 
where is the labor logo? 
I apprehend it 


would be very undesirable to employ it in raising 
cotton ; that would never do, as 1 shall attempt 
to show by and by. 
No, sir; it will be driven to 


incfease the already excessive productions of 
agriculture, which are now so largely beyond 
the demand for them, that prices are exceeding- 
ly depressed. 
Agricultural products are already 


abundant. 
We need moie and better markets, 


and not more producers. Nothing, in my mind, 
unless it be opening such markets, would mote 
impiove the agriculture ol our country, than the 
diversion ot a portion of the labor now employed 
in it, to other pursuits. Who is to consume the 
additional forty millions ofimports ? Those who 
had previously consumed the same ot American 
production .' How are they to pay for them !— 
A laige number ot laboreis have been thrown 
out of employment; their consumption must, of 
course, greatly diminish 
The farmer, who for- 


merly supplied them, has lost the market for his 
pioducts. 
He must diminish his consumption. 


There is a sutplus of labor thrown upon the 
coiiritiy; wages must fall; idleness will prevail; 
poverty must increase. 
Is it not evident that 


your ioity millions cannot be consumed by those 
who consumed before, because they cannot pay 
for them ? The honorable Senator urges us to 
import foity millions more, because, he says, it 
adds so much to the ability of Europe to take and 
consume our cotton. That is to say,increase the 
comfort, the capacity, the wealth, the means of 
buying, of the foieign manufacturer, though 
yon thereby diminish those ot yourown citizens. 
The honorable Senator signifies his dissent to 
this statement. 
He does not seem to admit itas 


a just consequence of his argument. 
But how 


does the matter stand ? 
We now employ a cer- 


tnm number of our countrymen in iminutaclures. 
Tins gives them the means ot livinjj and of con- 
suming; -foreign aruj domestic articles, 
A por- 


tion of thi'30 ineunms employed in the consump-

A verv large part ol their wages is expend- 


ed in the means oflivmi;—in purchasing the 
i\irrfcultnral products of England.

sity lor consuming Cotton is comparatively small. 
Wearing apparel is the least expense. They are 
not going tu gpend all t h e i r wages on cotton or 
cotton goods, but m buying more of the neces- 
"sartes of lite produced Ly their own suil, such as 
yram and m£at, and every species of food, or in 
iuticles brought Irom other countries—coffee, 
tea, sugar, and wines 
Employ them, and you 


undoubtedly enable them in live bwter, have 
belier liabititiong and clothing, and 'to become 
consumers, toil larger extent, of their own ag- 
ricultural products; but you do ital theexpense 
ot our own laborers,, who aie thereby thrown 
out of employment. 
Those now engaged in 


manuliictiiring these toily millions for home con- 
sumption, would be impoverished for the bene- 
fit ut laborers abroad ; adding very little to the 
ability of t e latter to become consumers ot our 
raw cotton,but \ ery much to their means ol buy- 
ing the productions of iheir own country. 
All 


tin* advantage would inure to the loreign inauu- 


can furnish them at prices as low as Ibreign man- fncturersand laborers,and;riot. to the coHon plan- 
ntacturris can. 
Why, then, do they need pro- 


tection ? 
Because t'urei<;n manufaotuii-rM cun 


turnisll them us low as they can ; and the ques- 
tion is, who shall do i t ? 
Who shall have the 


profits ol the manufacture ? 
Suppose Hie con- 


sumption of the country requires 100,0i)0 balfs, 
or any other giwn quantity. 
We can supply 


the whole of it at n certain price, say five cents 
1fce yard.
